1. Practical Periodontics

2. Periodontal Considerations in a General Practice

Research in the control of periodontal diseases has been extremely limited as 
compared with that devoted to dental caries. In fact, many dentists believe that 
these diseases are largely degenerative conditions of the fourth and fifth decade of 
life, over which there is little control. However, thorough examinations of groups 
of children by several investigators have disclosed a surprising amount of incipient 
periodontal disease. This clinic will deal with various diagnostic and preventive 
measures which, if carefully applied, give promise of greatly reducing the incidence 
of periodontal disease. 


. Surgical Technics in the Treatment of Periodontal Pockets 
BENNETT KLAVAN AND LEO M. SREEBNY CHICAGO

This presentation will differentiate the various types of pockets which occur as 
a result of periodontal disease, and will give step-by-step technics for treating 
them by means of gingivectomy, sub-gingival curettage, flap operation, and other 
surgical procedures. Indications for the use of each technic will be given.

1. Root planing is one of the most important prophylactic and therapeutic 
measures. 
a. Histopathology of calculus and pocket, 
b. Anesthesia, 
c. Instruments and instrumentation. 
a Home-care properly performed is the basis of maintaining good therapeutic 
ts. 
a. Technic and difficulties to be overcome will be discussed. 
3. Surgical procedures are mainly aimed at elimination of the pocket. 
a. Different technics will be presented. 
4. Problems of Occlusion: The biologic basis for occlusal adjustment will be 
given and the role of occlusion in periodontal disturbances discussed.

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FIRST GENERAL SESSION 
Atom Bombs in the Grand Ballroom 


Our Monday night speaker, Dr. Hubert N. Alyea of the Department of Chemistry 
of Princeton University comes to us with a stellar train of recommendation. He has 
appeared before more than a thousand lay audiences, not counting radio and tele- 
vision appearances, and enthusiasm for his presentation mounts unabated. 

His is a fascinating subject—one of our times’ most pressing problems—and he 
brings it to us alive with illustrations and experiments. 

Dr. Alyea will trace the growth of ideas that led to the atomic bomb; the vain 
attempts of the alchemists of the Middle Ages to transmute lead into gold; the dis- 
covery of radioactivity; the Curies’ isolation of radium; the beginning of the thinking 
on radioactive disintegration and how we came to understand atomic structure and, 
finally, how to smash atoms and extract nuclear energy. He will outline the work 
of the Manhattan Project and will contrast the actions of ordinary explosives with 
those of the uranium and plutonium A-bomb, the hydrogen H-bomb and the L-bomb 
or lithium hydride reaction. He will discuss the atomic pile or nuclear reactor and 
outline the projects endorsed by the Atomic Energy Commission during the past 
few years as well as the present projects to make possible cheap power. He will explain 
the use of the nuclear reactor for producing new radioactive elements and some of 
the research projects being carried out with the radioactive isotopes produced. 

Dr. Alyea is a graduate of Princeton with subsequent study and faculty experience 
at the Nobel Institute in Sweden, the University of Minnesota, the University of 
Hawaii, the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute in Berlin and the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development in Washington. 

This is indeed a presentation that no one should miss. It takes place on Monday 
night, February 4th, in the Grand Ballroom. 


A. D. A. President To Honor Meeting 


Dr. Harry Lyons will honor the Chicago Dental Society and its Midwinter Meet- 
ing by his presence at the First General Session. He will report on the present status 
and future plans of the American Dental Association. Dr. Lyons is a brilliant and
